The above five agents, who will now be requested to plan on moving to another UW 
area in wartime (as a temporary expedient and known as such only to the case officer), 
should be replaced in these temporary assignments as soon as possible because It is 
felt that it will be both more secure for the agent and efficient for our purposes 
to allow each to remain in his own home area when war comes. £ Relieves 

the general difficulty of wartime movement, the possibility mat the ag'ent could 
not establish himself in the new area despite prior arrangements, and the possible 
suspicion such a move may arouse in the authorities are all reasons for not adhering 
to an agent 1 ® physical re-location any longer than it will take to obtain a resident 
replacement. Once the replacement is obtained, the agent can be instructed that the 
area removed from his home is to be considered his alternate area of activity. 

5>. Once the emergency communications arrangements and sufficient training 
have been concluded, contact with the following agents should be reduced to twice 
yearly* GR BLAMED -I;, GRBLAMEO-21, GRELAMED-23 and GRREPAIR-ij.. As soon as replace- 
ments are obtained for GRREP AIR-3, GRREP AIR-11 and GRREPAXR-16, and emergency 
communications and training completed, contact with these three agents should 
also be reduced to twice yearly. If contact with these seven agents is reduced., 
then the question of salary becomes a problem. ' ( »lieves the best solution 

to be a cancellation of all monthly salary payments and tne presentation, at the 
rase ting preceding Christmas, of one month* s salary (the amount the particular agent 
now receives) as a Christmas gift. This contact plan will eventually leave only the 
Organizer -W/T Operator teams to be contacted as frequently as before. 

6. As the ARB continuing effort. Organizers will receive periodic refresher 
training in the subjects they should know, W/T Oper ators will be trained and re- 
freshed periodically, emergency communications signals and facilities of both 
Organizers and W/T Operators will be tested and inspected and names of reliable 
persons in each UW area will be obtained, name-checked, and filed for possible 
wartime contact, 

7. Attached are three charts; the first identifies ARB's personnel by UW 
area location today, the second shows the expected wartime distribution and the 
third is a personnel assignment table. The seven agents with whom we will now 
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discuss a wartime transfer to othe r U W areas are identified by a (T) on Chart #1* 
The six of these seven agents who,( ’feels, should be replaced in time 

and retained in their home areas are identified by an (S') on Chart #2. The seven 
agents who eventually should be reduced to twise-yearly contact are marked with a 
(2) on Chart #2, Also on Chart 02, an (l) identifies those four agents, all P/As, 
whom(^ . ^believes should evacuate Austria in .wartime.
